In  addition,  there  are 
60  district  superintendents,  who 
lead  associations,  he  declared. 

The  district  men  travel  from 
church  to  church  attending  to 
the  needs  of  pastors.

Progress  in  Russia 

The  Rev.  Jacob  Zhidkov  of 
Moscow  said  here  that  Baptist 
churches  in  Russia  baptize 
from  10,000  to  12,000  people 
each  year.  He  said  each  person 
wishing  to  be  baptized  must 
undergo  a  year's  probation. 

Mr.  Zhidkov,  president  of 
the  All-Soviet  Council  of  Evan¬ 
gelical  Christians  (Baptists) 
said  the  first  Russian  Baptist 
was  baptized  88  years  ago.  To¬ 
day,  there  are  about  500,000 
Baptists  in  some  5,000  church¬ 
es,  he  said,  but  the  exact  figur¬ 
es  are  not  known. 

The  Moscow  clergyman  ad¬ 
dressed  the  golden  jubilee  con- 
gress  of  the  Baptist  World  Al- 
liance  of  which  he  was  elected

Church  State  Relatons 

The  fifth  question  put  to  him 
was,  “Have  Russ  an  Baptists 
been  in  trouble  with  the  Soviet 
government?" 

Levindanto  answered  with  a 
frank  statement:  “Yes,  but  not 
for  religious  reasons. 

“Following  an  appeal  from 
world  Baptist  leaders  in  the 
early  1920's,”  he  continued, 
“Russian  Baptists  became  paci¬ 
fists,  resisting  not  only  mili¬ 
tary  service  but  service  in  mili¬ 
tary  hospitals  as  well.  This  led 
to  imprisonment  of  certain  lead¬ 
ers  and  closing  of  some  church¬ 
es.” 

Later,  Baptist  farmers  resist¬ 
ed  the  government  when  it  be¬ 
gan  nationalizing  private  prop¬ 
erty,  not  because  they  were 
Baptists,  but  because  the  farm¬ 
ers  had  large  properties  wanted 
by  the  state.  This  led  to  .their 
imprisonment.  He  said  present- 
day  Baptists  are  not  pacifist 
and  own  no  private  property. 

According  to  W.  O.  Lewis, 
European  secretary  for  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance,  who 
visited  Russia  last  year,  Levin¬ 
danto  accurately  reflects  Bap¬ 
tist  conditions  in  Russia. 

Both  Levindanto  and  Lewis 
attested  the  spiritual  vigor  of 
the  Baptist  movement  in  Russia 
and  predicted  a  great  increase 
in  spirituaractivities.

As  a  classic  example  of  unity 
Mississippi  Baptists  are  today  co- 
opera trntf  with  several  oth^r 
nominations  and  organizations  in 
'the  ‘  fretd  of -alcohol  education  - 
through  the  Mississippi  Church 
Council  for  Alcohol  Education. 

Mississippi  Baptists,  with  con¬ 
sistency  in  mind,  have  a  limited 
budget  for  this  work  which,  by  it¬ 
self,  would  accomplish  very  little. 

However,  this  budget,  added  to 
comparable  amounts  from  the  oth¬ 
er  cooperating  groups,  does  present 
a  solid  front  in  the  field  of  temper- 
v  ance  and  alcohol  education  that  is 
proving  to  be  effective. _ 

Other  churches  at  times  attempt 
to  emphasize  “union”  services  of 
various  sorts.  Baptist  churches  of¬ 
ten  must  take  a  stand  against  those 
attempts  and  maintain  their  own 
identity  and  program. 

While  maintaining  their  identity 
our  churches  can  show  a  spirit  of 
unity  with  occasional  cooperation 
in  certain  areas. 

Baptists  generally  and  historical¬ 
ly  believe  in  unity  but  not  union.

Wc  Wont  A  Young  Mon 

The  above  is  heard  frequently 
from  churches  and  pulpit- commit¬ 
tees  that  are  seeking  a  pastor. 

Kar  be  it  from  us  to  attempt  here 
to  tell  an  individual  church  wheth¬ 
er  it  should  call  a  young  man  or 
an  older-  man. 

We  do  believe  however  some  ob¬ 
servations  can  be  given  regarding 
the  above  heading  that  could  cause

on  the  subject. 

_ Jn  the  first  place  a  man’s  age 

should  not  be  the  determining  fac¬ 
tor  in  measuring  his  fitness  for 
a  given  pastorate. 

Often  the  above  heading  is  the 
one  and  only  requirement  of  a 
church — the  pastor  must  be  a  young 
man  —  everything  else  notwith¬ 
standing. 

If  right  and  reason  should  pre¬ 
vail  the  church  should  have  but 
one  requirement  or  qualification — - 
the  Lord's  Man  for  the  place. 

We  believe  that  when  pulpit  com¬ 
mittees  seek  first  of  all,  through 
prave-r.  the  Lord's  that  thw 

■  Lorji  w-ill  enter  the  picture,  and 
the  church  will  be  blessed  when 
the  Lord's  Man  is  secured. 

When  pulpit  committees  begin 
with  the  stipulation  that  he  be  a 
young  man,  often  that  require¬ 
ments  excludes  the  Lord  and  the 
leadcrshrp  nf  the  HohrSprrrtartd 
often  mistakes  are  made. 

In  the  second  place  churches  of¬ 
ten  justify  themselves  in  seeking 
a  young  man  because  they  say  that 
it  takes  a  young  man  to  appeal  to 
young  people  and  do  something  for 
them. 

The  above  reasoning  is  defirfite- 
ly  a  fallacy.  Age  is  not  determined 
by  years  but  by  spirit. 

The  pastor  who  appeals  to  young 
people  and  who  does  something 
for  them  is  the  pastor  who  is  train¬ 


ed  and  has  the  vision  to  lead  the 
church  into  a  program  of  work  that 
reaches  and  holds  the  young  peo¬ 
ple,  regardless  of  his  age. 

We  have  in  mind  at  the  moment 
a  church  that  has  a  model  program 
for  its  youth.  It  has  a  functioning 
Sunday  School  and  Training  Un¬ 
ion.  it  has  the  Royal  Ambassadors, 
Y.W.A.'s,  G.A.’s,  and  Sunbeams,  it 
has  an  active  social  and  recreation¬ 
al  program  including  a  camp  near¬ 
program,  and  an  excellent  library. 

Large,  groups  irom  the  church 
annually  participate  in  our  denomi¬ 
national  camps,  assembles  and  oth¬ 
er  features.  A  visit  to  the  church 
on  Sunday  will  reveal  large  num¬ 
bers  of  young  people  in  the  wor¬ 
ship  services. 

We  happen  to  know  the  age  of 
the  pastor  of  this  church,  it  hap¬ 
pens  to  be  48. 

Sometimes  a  church  feels  it 
wants  a  young  pastor  because  he 
is  enthusiastic.  That  all  depends, 
Some  of  the  most  enthusiastic  pas¬ 
tors  we  know  are  past  50. 

_ Tlw-cry-ui-lhe-  entire  matter  is 

one  of  training,  ability  and  exper¬ 
ience.  And  experience  is  one  thing 
that  comes  only  with  the  passing 
years. 

When  a  person  wants  a  physi¬ 
cian,  he  does  not  discredit  exper¬ 
ience.  He  rather  welcomes  it.  The 
-United  States  Senate  puts -a  prem¬ 
ium  on-  experience. 

Then  why  should  a  person  not 
•  be  fair  and  be  willing  to  let  the 
Lord  decide  how  much  experience 
his  pastor  has  had. 

Finally  let  us  be  not  misunder¬ 
stood  at  this  point.  This  is  no  criti¬ 
cism  of  younger  pastors.  There  is 
a  place  for  pastors  of  all  ages. 

The  above  is  simply  an  attempt 
to  rethink  a  vital  question  of  the 
day-  regarding  our  churches  .and 
pastors. 


Unity  Or  Union 

Unity  and  union  are  two  words 
that  are  similar  in  sound  and  struc¬ 
ture  but  are  far  different  in  mean¬ 
ing. 

Baptists  have  a  strong  tendency 
toward  unity  but  likewise  have  a 
similar  strong  tendency  against 
union. 

That  can  be  clearly  understood 
when  one  understands  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple  and  knows  the  difference  be- 

- - 

The  word  unity  carries  with  it 
the  idea  of  cooperation  while  the 
word  union  means  actual  organic 
merging. 

Baptist  churches  have  long  been 
willing  to  cooperate  with  other 
Christian  bodies  in  certain  areas  of 
endeavor  but  at  the  same  time 
have  stood  steadfast  in  their  un¬ 
willingness  to  join  these  bodies  in 
organic  union. 

We  Baptists  believe  in  the  Bible. 
We  believe  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
Saviour.  We  believe  in  the  New 
Testament  plan  of  salvation.  We 
believe  in  'thus  saith  the  Lord.’  We 
bel ieve  Jesus  gave  us  the  churcfTas 
the  institution  through  which  his 
message  should  be  proclaimed. 

For  the  above  and  other  reasons 
Baptists  do  not  believe  in  union 
with  other  bodies  that  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  and  practice  the  above  as 
we  do. 

To  join  with  such  other,  groups 
would  mean  a  weakening  and  a 
compromise  of  our  position  and 
place  in  the  eyes  of  God. 

We  believe  in  religious  liberty 
which  means  that  insofar  as  we  are 
concerned  such  other  bodies  have 
the  same  right  to  their  beliefs  and 
practice  as  we  do. 

While  at  the  same  time  that  we 
do  not  even  consider  organic  union 
we  do  believe  in  and  practice  unity. 
We  believe  in  harmony.  We  T>e-

In  Damascus 

Our  first  visit  in  Damascus 
was  to  the  street  called  straight. 
All  Bible  readers  are  familiar 
with  the  Bible  reference  to  this 
famous  street.  And  there  is  no 
other  like  it.  For  most  of  its 
more  than  a  mile  is  covered 
over.  The  explanation  is  that 
the  cover  protects  from  rain 
and  as  half  the  merchants  and 
merchandise  are  on  the  side¬ 
walks,  protection  is  needed. 

Syrians  claim  that  Damascus 
is  the  oldest  continuously  in¬ 
habited  city  in  the  world. 

It  was  to  the  home  of  Ananias 
in  Damascus  that  Paul  came 
following  his  conversions.  An 
underground  chapel  now  marks 
the  spot  Our  group  arranged 
to  have  a  religious  service  in 
this  sacred  section. 

Another  chapel  has  been 
erected  where  Paul  was  let 
down  over  the  walls  when  en¬ 
emies  were  in  hot  pursuit. 

They  also  "claim”  to  have  in 
a  tomb  the  body  of  John  the 
Baptist — even  the  guide  doubts 
this. 

Electric  and  safety  razor  man¬ 
ufacturers  seem  to  have  a  hard 
time  in  Damascus.  Everybody 
seems  to  patronize  the  barber 
shops.  We  saw  four  barber 
shops  in  one  block  and  17  shoe 
stores  (all  small)  in  half  a  block 
and  two  more  across  the  street.
